Twelve City Staff Receive 
$283,590 In Annual Base Pay 


Now in Place 


A major overhaul of the safety 
features at the oil well where 
8-year-old Ronald Wolf was fatally 
injured two weeks ago, was 
underway this week following 
securing of a permit for construction 
from the city of Placentia by oil well 
owner John Alexander. 

The alterations follow protests 
and concern expressed by neighbors 
of the well and parents of 
Brookhaven Elementary School 
students who must pass the 
structure on their way to school. 


The active oil well is located north 
of Bastanchury Road between 
Kraemer Boulevard and Brookhav- 
en Avenue. The well also was the 
subject of public protest over a year 
ago when two oil tanks were moved 
onto the well site from their previous 
position on Kraemer Boulevard. 


Underway last week was the 
construction of a 13 foot, six inch 
high cyclone fence cage which 
completely encloses the well with a 
locked gate at the east end. Pipe at 
the bottom of the fencing is designed 
as a safeguard to prevent bending of 


the wire at the bottom of the cage, 
workmen at the scene said. 

Also a gate has been placed on the 
stairs leading up into the oil tanks 
with a strand of barbed wire on top of 
the gate. 

The oil well is banded and bolted 
from the inside to make outside 
removal impossible, workmen 
stated. The cage must be moved 
when the oil well receives major 
servicing about once a month. 


Protective enclosure around the well ..* 


is required by law. 

The outside cement block wall, 
which has been described as a 
structure erected principally to block 
the sight of the well and tanks, is 
also under repair. Blocks knocked 
from the corners of the wall have 
been replaced and secured by strips 
of metal. Barbed wire on top, which 
had been knocked down, has been 
repositioned. 

The block wall is entered by a 
sliding cyclone gate, laced with 
plastic strips. No change in that 
arrangement is contemplated ac- 
cording to information from 
workmen at the site.

The possible merger between the 
Yorba Linda School District and the 
Placentia Unified School District, 
which would require Yorba Linda to 
withdraw from the Fullerton High 
School District, is still under study. 

Dr. Sterling Fox, Superintendent 
of the Yorba Linda District, said that 
a perusal of the possibilities of the 
plan, once interrupted, is continuing 
through the office of the 
superintendent of the Orange 
County Department of Education. 

Hal Mason, a representative of 
the county body, is now at work on 
the project to ascertain whether the 
merger is feasible, Dr. Fox stated. 

Superintendents of the three 
districts involved have scheduled a 
meeting for Friday, October 17, Dr. 
Fox explained. 

The first problem of the possible 
three way switch is Fullerton’s 
willingness to release the Yorba 
Linda district, from which Yorba 
Linda students received their high 
school education at Troy High 
School, it was pointed out at 
previous meetings. 

If a release is not obtainable from 
Fullerton which would be acceptable 
to the other two districts as well as 
Fullerton, the merger would reach 
an impasse. 

The Yorba Linda District is now an 
isolated island, surrounded princi- 
pally by the Placentia district, which 
it must cross to reach Troy. Newer 
eastern developments in Yorba 
Linda are in PUSD which goes to the 
county line. 

A high school site, located in 
Yorba Linda, is also a consideration 
in the discussions.

Reagan’s Column

Cuban premier Fidel Castro is anxious to normalize trade and diplomatic 
relations with us, we are told, but he picked a funny way to prove it when he 
staged an international conference in Havana in September to promote the 
‘‘liberation’’ of Puerto Rico from the United States. 

Back in March, the World Peace Council, an organization controlled by 
the Soviet’ Union, called for a preliminary meeting of Marxist 
representatives in Cuba to discuss the matter of Puerto Rico. 

The delegates to that meeting issued a call for the larger September 
gathering, all of which was designed to promote one Juan Mari Bras’ tiny 


Puerto Rican Socialist Party. 


The ‘‘call’’ was the usual Marxist harangue: ‘‘The people of the world 
must redouble their efforts to defeat in Puerto Rico the promoters of crime in 
Vietnam, Chile, Palestine and other places, so that the liberation of the 
Puerto Rican people will signify a new victory in the cause of freedom...”’ 

It is always ironic to see representatives of the Soviet Union joining in 
denunciations of *‘imperialism’’ by the United States, since the USSR holds 
the world championship for imperialism. 

All this led to the September ‘international conference on solidarity with 
Puerto Rico’s independence’’ in Havana. Some 300 delegates attended, 
including a smattering of U.S. Communist Party functionaries. 

The object of their affection, and of the superheated rhetoric that flowed 
from the three-day conference, is an ‘‘open’’ movement for Puerto Rican 
independence that is about as popular there as ants at a picnic. 

The issue of independence versus continuation of the commonwealth 
status of the island was put toa vote of its people just eight years ago. Out of 
more than 700,000 votes cast, fewer than | per cent voted for independence. 

This, of course, hasn't deterred Mari Bras or the terrorists of the Fuerzas 
Armadas de Liberacion Nacional (FALN). 

The FALN has claimed it bombed New York's historic Fraunces tavern 
last January. Five people died in that bombing. According to the FBI, the 
FALN leadership got its training in sabotage in Cuba. Sounds like the ‘‘old”’ 
Castro Cuba which routinely exported guerrilla warfare and violence all over 


the hemisphere. 


The fine hand of the Soviet Union in all this mischief isn’t hard to see. A 
Russian actually served as a vice chairman of the Havana conference, and 
the Soviets’ puppet World Peace Council appears to have provided the 
over-all strategy for the propaganda service. 

Secretary of State Henry Kissinger took a properly dim view of the 
proceedings. He said the ‘‘meeting in Havana can only be considered by us 


as an unfriendly act." 


Castro's best-known U.S. fan recently has been Sen. George McGovern. 
His wife, Eleanor, who visited Cuba with him a few months ago, said of the 
bearded dictator: ‘‘The most impressive thing about Fidel is his mind. The 
breadth, depth and width of his knowledge is enormous. Fidel knows the 


specifics of everything.”’ 


If that’s so, perhaps he can grasp the idea that he can’t have things both 
ways. He can’t have normal trade and relations with the United States and, 
at the same time, be the Western distributor for Soviet Marxism. 

Indeed, if he wants the former, one of the points we must insist on is that 
he deny the Soviets base and landing rights on Cuba and that he guarantees 
in writing that he’ll stop training guerrillas for revolutionary export around 


the Western Hemisphere.

Questions On Alignment 
And Land Purchase

Mayor Lyons: 


I would like to take this 
Opportunity to thank you for 
responding to my August 10, 1975 
letter. During the last four years all 
my correspondence to City Council 
pertaining to the widening of 
Chapnran Avenue has gone 
unanswered, therefore, your reply 
was most surprising. 

In your letter you state that you 
personally will resist my request of 
reading my August 10, 1975 letter 
and Mr. Rosalio Gonzalez’s letter of 
May 21, 1975 in their entirety into 
the Council minutes. If you would 
review my letter once more you will 
find that I only requested that they 
be recorded as part of the Council 
minutes not read into the minutes. 
The reason being, letters and 
Master Plans have a way of being 
mislplaced or lost at City Hall, 
therefore, their recording into the 
minutes lessens the problem. Once 
again, I am requesting that this 
current letter of mine and former 
City Councilman Alfonzo Orosco’s 
letter to you of August 22, 1975 be 
recorded in their entirety into the 
Council minutes for the reasons 
stated above. 

Mayor Lyons, you state in your 
letter, ‘‘the City of 1962 and the City 
of 1975S are two different entities.’’ | 
totally disagree with you. The fact is, 
our city is The City of Placentia and 
*‘THE PEOPLE ARE THE CITY”’. 
So how can the City of 1962 and the 
City of 1975 be two different 
entities? Or are you saying that a city 
ordinance that was approved and 
adopted in 1962 is no longer 
effective in 1975? May I remind you 
that since January of 1972, city staff 
has been denying to city council the 
existence of a Master Plan, 
alignment, or any kind of plan for 
the widening of Chapman Ave. Yet, 
The Master Plan of Streets and 
Highways of The City of Placentia 
(Ordinance #247, adopted Nov. 29, 
1961) was finally brought forth on 
April 15, 1975, two days after I 
advised a city official that the 
absence of this map from the City 
Clerk's file might be in violation of 
the law. YOU KNOW THAT CITY 
STAFF WAS PROVEN WRONG, 
WHY DON’T YOU AND CITY 
COUNCILMEN ADMIT THEIR 
MISTAKE? 

The denial of an established 
alignment for Chapman Avenue will 
cost the taxpayers thousands of 
dollars ($60,900) to reproduce work 
that has been done in the past and 
will also place my business, my 
home and my income property in 
jeopardy. 

Mayor Lyons, your letter ends 
with the foliowing sentence: ‘‘To 
enter your most recent diatribe into 
the records does not serve the 
citizens of Placentia and only serves 
you."’ I disagree with you once 
again. As I see it, | HAVE A 
CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHT TO 
DEFEND MY BUSINESS LOCA- 
TION, MY HOME AND My 
INCOME PROPERTY. I abided by 
all city ordinances when |

constructed my commercial, first 
phase in 1962 and second phase in 
1967. Through my letters to the city 
council during the last four years, I 
have been pointing out many errors 
and incorrect information that is 
given to you and city councilmen by 
your city staff, from which you have 
based important decisions. Some- 
day, someone else in this city might 
possible have the very same 
problem or one similar to mine. I fell 
that my recorded communications to 
you, with much information 
contained, might perhaps someday 
be of benefit to another citizen of 
Placentia. Don’t you agree? 

At this time I would like to point 
out another error that somehow has 
gone unnoticed. Referring to City 
Council meeting minutes of April 1, 
1975, under the heading of Reports: 
Contract on the alignment of 
Chapman Avenue, you will find the 
following: ‘‘City Enigineer Mina- 
mide stated that the permanent 
alignment studies would be $6,900; 
engineering, $31,000; surveying, 
$16,000; EIR $7,000; and thats a 
total of $54,000."’ Mayor Lyons, 
those figures do not total out to 
$54,000. They total out to $60,900. 
You, our representatives voted and 
approved $54,000 not the true total 
of $60,900 for the contract on the 
alignment of Chapman Ave. 

Another area where errors have 
been committed is the appraisal 
reported by J. Patrick Gavin, of 
properites on Chapman Avenue in 
reference to the widening. I have 
reviewed the report and find it to be 
inaccurate. I have found that he has 
appraised some properties with the 
wrong zoning. Even a lay person 
knows the significance of correct 
zoning in relation to establishing an 
accurate appraisal. Also, construc- 
tion ages of my residence and 
commercial building were incorrect. 
In this particular case depreciating 
the value of my property. Mr. Gavin 
also stated in his report that the alley 
behind our properties on the north 
was paved. Obviously he didn’t 
make a physical inspection. This, no 
doubt, is the only alley in Placentia 
that has never been paved. Mr. 
Gavin stated in his report, ‘‘that to 
the best of my knowledge and belief, 
no pertinent information has been 
overlooked or withheld’’. I wonder 
where he obtained the erroneous 
information? Could it possibly be 
City Hall? It certainly looks good on 
paper, he almost had me believing 
it. 

It is rumored that J. Patrick Gavin 
is the same appraiser that appraised 
the S acres that you councilmen have 
purchased adjacent to the Civic 
Center at $85,000 per acre totaling 
$425,000. I would appreciate 
answers to the following: 

1. Is it possible for me to inspect 

the appraisal report? 

2. For what specific use were the 5 

acres purchased? 

3. Who was the person that 

initiated the idea of buying the 5 

acres? 

4. Was there more than one 

appraisal ordered for your 

consideration? 

5. Were you aware that there was 

acreage for sale only a few blocks 

away from the Civic Center for

ildren Here 


Superior Court Judge 
Lester E. Olson’s decision 
ordering the removal of 20 
Cambodian orphans--nine 
now in Orange County and 
eleven in Los Angeles 
County--from the legal 
custody of Family Mini- 
stries, a state-licensed 
religious adoption agency in 
Whittier, and placed in the 
custody of the Los Angeles 
County Department of 
Adoptions for placement, 
means the current adoptive 
parents will lose their 
children, Family Ministries 
said this week. 

Although Judge Olson’s 
order states that the 
children will remain in their 
current homes for now, ’’his 
order is structured to 
eliminate our families from 
ever adopting these Cam- 
bodian children,’’ says Dr. 
Dennis B. Guernsey, execu- 
tive director of Family 
Ministries. 

‘By the children being 
turned over to the Los 
Angeles County Depart- 
ment of Adoptions for 
adoptive placement, and 
the status of our families 


being changed from adop- 
tive to foster parents, they 
can no longer be a part of 
the selection pool,’’ Dr. 
Guernsey states. 

“Even if they applied 
through Los Angeles Coun- 
ty, they would be studied, 
and when approved would 
most likely be put at the end 
of the county’s three to four 
year waiting list,’’ says Dr. 
Guernsey. ‘‘It would be 
highly unlikely to think the 
Department of Adoptions 
would vault our adoptive 
parents to the head of their 
currently approved waiting 
list. 

‘‘Furthermore, those 
nine families in Orange 
County are constrained 
from even applying because 
the law restricts the Los 
Angeles County Depart- 
ment of Adoptions from 
making placements in 
Orange County,’’ explains 
Dr. Guernsey. 

One of the Orange 
County youngsters is 7- 
year-old Sokha Larson, a 
member of the Kenneth 
Larson family, Placentia.

REGARDING THE P-M [INDUSTRIAL PARK] ZONE. 


THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY oF 
AS FOLLOWS: PLACENTIA DOES HEREBY ORDAIN 

The following sections of Chapter 23.45 of : 

23.45.010 Purpose. of the Zoning Code shall read as follows: 

23.45.020 Permitted uses. 

23.45.030 Accessory uses. 

23.45.040 Uses permitted subject to obtaini 

23.45.050 Height, bj aining a conditional use permit. 

23.45.060 Lot area and dimensions 

23.45.070 Front yard. 

23.45.080 Side yard. 

23.45.090 Rear yard. 

23.45.100 Off-street parking 

23.45.110 Development standards 

23.45.120 Signs 

23.45.130 Storage yard regulations. 

23.45.010 Purpose. The purpose of the ‘P-M'" district is to provide for and 
poser yt ate Of industrial uses and related facilities and for the 

lopment of integrated manutacturing uses in an industrial atmosphere. 

23.45.020 Permitted uses. The following buildings, prorat nt uses either 
singularly or in combination are permitted in the “P-M"" district. The following uses 
except agricultural crops shall be conducted wholly within a building, except as 
herein otherwise provided. 

Subject to the conditions of this zone, any manufacturing, assembling, repairing, 
testing, processing, warehousing, wholesaling, fabrication, research or treatment 
of products may be conducted, other than those which may be obnoxious or 
offensive by reason of emission of odor, dust, smoke, gas, noise, vibration, 
electromagnetic disturbance, radiation, or other similar causes detrimental to the 
Public health, safety or general welfare, including but not limited to the following 
specific uses: 

(1) Agricultural crops. 

(2) Aircraft firm. 

(3) Ambulance service firm 

(4) Architectural, engineering, research and testing firms and laboratories. 

(5) Auto trailer, camper, and mobilehomes manufacture. 

(6) Bakery, wholesale 

(7) Battery manufacture. 

(8) Boat building 

(9) Bottling piant. 

(10) Brewery. 

(11) Cabinet shop. 

(12) Carpet cleaning plant. 

(13) Ceramic products manutacture 

(14) Cleaning and dyeing pliant 

(15) Dairy products Processing 

(16) Electrical, electronic or electromechanical machinery manufacture. 

(17) Food products Processing, manufacturing, canning, preserving and 

freezing. 

(18) Fruit and vegetable packing house. 

(19) Furniture manufacture, uphoistering, refinishing. 

(20) Garment manufacture. 

(21) Glass manufacture 

(22) Hospital or medical clinic, industrial. 

(23) Ice and cold storage plant 

(24) Laboratories, scientific experimental testing and engineering. 

(25) Laundry, industrial. 

(26) Machine shop 

(27) Mail order firm 

(28) Metal plating. 

(29) Metal working, fabrication or welding firm. 

(30) Motion picture studios, laboratories and film Processing. 

(31) Motor vehicle assembly, new. 

(32) Newspaper establishments. 

(33) Paint mixing. 

(34) Paper, fabrication from. 

(35) Photo-engraving, Photo-copying, photo-processing, blueprinting and 

Printing establishments. 

(36) Plastic, fabrication from. 

(37) Prefabrication of products from finished rubber. 

(40) Sheet metal shop. 

(41) Shoe manufacture. 

(42) Sign manufacture. 

(43) Soap manufacture (cold mix only) 

(44) Telephone exchange, studios, offices and equipment buildings. 

(45) Textile manufacture. 

(46) Tire rebuilding, recapping and retreading. 

(47) Training center, industrial 

(48) Wholesale business, storage buildings and warehouses. 

(49) Woodworking shop. 

23.45.030 Accessory uses. The following accessory uses are permitted only where 
integrated with and clearly incidental to a primary industrial use. All uses shall be 
conducted wholly within a building. 

(1) G-M - General industrial uses, where normally associated with, and necessary 
to the operation of a primary permitted P-M use. Such uses shall be permitted only 
when they are found to be a minor and incidental part of the P-M operation and 
where they are not offensive by reason of emission of odor, dust, smoke, gas, noise, 
vibration, electromagnetic disturbance, radiation, or other similar causes 
detrimental to the public health, safety or welfare, 

(2) Offices. F 

(3) Retail distribution of products produced on the premises (where not the 
primary retail outlet for said products). 

23.45.040 Uses permitted subject to obtaining a conditional use permit. No use 
shall be permitted if it is found to be detrimental to the health, safety, morals, 
comfort and general welfare of the persons residing or working in the neighborhood 
of such proposed use or be injurious or detrimental to property and improvements in 
the neighborhood or to the general welfare of the city. Uses permitted subject to 
obtaining a conditional use permit in the ‘‘P-M"’ district shall be as follows: 

(1) Dwelling, single, where used exclusively by a caretaker and his family of a 
permitted industrial use. 

(2) Employee cafeterias, coffee shops. 

(3) Exhibition of products produced on the premises or available for wholesale 
distribution. 

(4) Exterminating or disinfecting service firm. 

(5) Helistop (no maintenance of aircraft). Sites within one thousand (1000) feet of 
any single or multiple-family residential zone require a conditional use permit. 

(6) Public works or public utility service yards or electrical receiving and/or 
transforming stations. 

(7) Restaurant enclosed or semi-enclosed (with or without cocktail lounge). 

(8) Service Station. 

(9) Smail equipment storage or rental. 

(10) Storage of equipment, material, finished products basic to the operation of 
permitted uses. ‘ 

(11) Training center or school, non-industrial. 

(12) The following industrial related uses may be permitted under a conditional 
use permit only when combined with an industrial development primarily serving 
commerce and industry. The minimum site for such developments shall be five (5) 
acres; untess findings are made that unusual circumstances exist on the subject 
Property. All development standards of Section 23.45.120 shall apply to said 
developments. Conditional use permit applications for industrial development in 
this section shall be subject to all conditions and requirements of Chapter 23.45. 

(A) Retail distributing firm. Serving primarily commerce and industry and only 
incidental service to general public permitted. 

(B) Service business firms, including business and professional office, serving 
Primarily commerce and industry and only incidental service to general public 
permitted. 

(C) Mini-warehouses. ‘‘Mini-warehouse’’ is defined as compartmentalized 
storage buildings with storage units of less than eight hundred (800) square feet in 
size, that are not used for commercial manufacturing, commercial distribution of 
goods or retail sales of goods or services. 

(13) Any ‘‘P-M"’ use, when the property upon which it is to be located is within 
three hundred (300) feet of the exterior boundaries of any residential zone or 
educational institution; other such buildings and uses as determined by the 
planning commission to be similar to those uses listed in Section 23.45.020. (Ord. 
73-0-109 § 1, 1973; Ord. 70-0-116 2, 1970; prior code 25-122.) 

(14) And any uses that are establis! by the planning commission as similar in 
Nature as well as uses secondary to the primary use. 

23.45.050 Height. The maximum building or structural height shall be six (6) 
stories or seventy-five (75) feet, whichever is the lesser. (Prior Code § 25-121.) 

23.45.060 Lot area and dimensions. Minimum lot area and dimensions in the 
“P-M"" district shall be as follows: 

(1) Minimum lot area, twenty thousand (20,000) square feet; 

(2) Minimum lot width, one hundred (100) feet; 

(3) Minimum lot depth, none specified; 

The city council upon receipt of a report from the planning commission may, by a 
majority vote of its total members, approve subdivisions with less than the

23.45.130 Storage yerd regulations. Storage yards in conjunction with permitted 
uses in the ‘‘P-M’’ zone listed above shall be enclosed on ail sides with a solid 
masonry wail a minimum of six (6) feet in height. 

Only storage of bulk material for future use within the scope of the applicable use 
category, excluding scrap and waste materials, is permitted, with the storage 
continually maintained in a neat and orderly manner. All salvage and trash is to be 
retained in suitable containers and is to be removed from the site at least once.a 
week. (Prior code § 25-126(1).)

23.48.010 Purpose. The purpose of the ‘‘G-M’’ district is to provide for the 
development of intensive manufacturing and industrial uses commonly referred to 
as heavy industrial uses and their related facilities. 

23.48.020 Permitted uses. The following buildings, structures and uses, either 
singularly or in combination are permitted in the '‘G-M'"" district. All uses shall be 
conducted wholly within a building except as herein otherwise provided. 

Subject to the conditions of this zone, any repairing, testing, processing, 
warehousing, wholesaling, fabrication, research or treatment or products may be 
conducted, other than those which may be obnoxious or offensive by reason of 
emmission of odor, dust, smoke, gas, noise, vibration, electromagnetic * 
disturbance, radiation, or other similar causes detrimental to the public health, 
safety, or general welfare, including but not limited to the following specific uses:

(5) Blacksmith shop. 

(6) Boiler and tank manufacturing firm. 

(7) Carpet manufacturing. 

(8) Cotton gin or oil mili (non-continuous process). 

(9) Exterminating or disinfecting service firm. 

(10) Fabrication pliant, heavy metals. 

(11) Lumber mill and wood Processing. 

(12) Paint, oil, shellac, turpentine or varnish manufacture. 

(13) Paper pulp manufacture. 

(14) Plastics, manufacture of. 

(15) Polish manufacture. 

(16) Potash works. 

(17) Rolling and extrusion firm (non-ferrous materials only). 

(18) Soap manufacture. 

(19) Soda and compound manufacture. 

(20) Wool pulling or scouring. 

(21) Winery. 

23.48.030 Accessory uses. The provisions of Section 23.45.030 shall apply. 

23.48.040 Uses permitted subject to obtaining a use permit. No use shall be 
permitted if it is found to be detrimental to the health, safety, morals, comfort and 
general welfare of the persons residing or working in the neighborhood of such 
Proposed use or be injurious or detrimental to property and improvements in the 
neighborhood or to the general welfare of the city. Uses permitted subject to 
obtaining a use permit in the ‘‘G-M"’ district shall be as follows: 

(1) P-M uses listed in 23.45.040 

(2) Acid manufacture. 

(3) Adhesive manufacture. 

(4) Brick, fire or terra cotta manufacture. 

(5) Concrete products manufacture. 

(6) Domestic animal foods processing 

(7) Feedmill, feed and fuel yard. 

(8) Foundry firm (non-ferrous). 

(9) Freight classification yard. P 

(10) Freighting or trucking yard or terminal. 

(11) Gas manufacture (non-toxic): 

(12) Lamp black manufacture. 

(13) Lumber yard 

(14) Petroleum or its fluid products, wholesale storage of. 

(15) Rags, paper, metais or junk salvage storage. 

(16) Rock, sand or gravel, wholesale storage or distribution. 

(17) Rubber, reclaiming or manufacture, or synthetic rubber or its constituents. 

(18) Stone monument works. 

(19) Tannery 

(20) Any ‘‘G-M"" use located within three hundred (300) feet of the exterior 
boundaries of any residential zone or educational institution. 

(21) Other buildings and uses determined by the Planning Commission to be 
similar to those listed in Section 23.48.020. 

23.48.050 Height. Maximum allowable height in the ‘‘G-M”’ district shall be sixty 
(60) feet. (Prior code § 25-131.) 

23.48.060 Lot area and dimensions. Minimum lot area and dimensions in the 
““G-M"' district shall be as follows: 

(1) Minimum lot area, twenty thousand (20,000) feet; 

(2) Minimum lot width, one hundred (100) feet; 

(3) Minimum lot depth, none specified. 

The city council upon receipt of a report from the planning commission may, by a 
majority vote of its total members, approve subdivisions with less than the 
minimum lot width and depths on irregularly shaped and oddly located lots, such as 
those resulting from curved or angular street layouts, particularly triangular shaped 
corner lots, trapezoidal lots, and lots with more than four (4) lot lines; provided, 
however, that in no case stiall the minimum frontage be less than fifty (50) feet at the 
property line. (Ord. 454 §§ 1, 10, 1967; prior code & 25-132.) 

23.48.070 Front yard. There shall be required a front yard setback line of fifteen 
(15) feet which shall be landscaped as conditioned to the permitted use unless 
bordering on a major, primary or secondary street, then as set forth in Section 
23.81.130. 

23.48.080 Side yard. Side yards are not required except on interior lots which abut 
a lot in a residential zone in which case, the required side yard shall be twenty-five 
(25) feet; ten (10) ‘eet of which shall be planted in evergreen trees and on corner lots 
wherein a side yard of ten (10) feet shall be provided on the street side of said lot; or 
when bordering on a major, primary or secondary street then as set forth in Section 
23.81.130. 

23.48.090 Rear yard. Rear yards are required only when the property abuts a lot in 
an ‘‘R’’ zone in which case, the required rear yard shall be twenty-five (25) feet; ten 
(10) feet of which shall be planted with evergreen trees; or when bordering a major, 
primary or secondary street then as set forth in Section 23.83.130. 

23.48.100 Off-street parking. The provisions of Chapter 23.78 shall apply in 
determining the amount of parking space that must be provided for each use. (Prior 
Code & 25-134.) 

23.48.110 Signs. The provisions of Chapter 23.90 shail apply to signs in the 
“G-M"' district. (Ord. 72-0-109 35, 1972; prior code § 25-134.1.) 

23.48.120 Development standards. Any development in this district shall comply 
with the requirements of Section 23.75.010, and in addition shall submit evidence at 
the request of the planning staff, that the proposed development will not emit: noise 
or sound, smoke or particulate matter, dust, dirt or ash, odors, toxic gases and 
Noxious matter, vibrations, heat and glare, electromagnetic disturbances and 
radiation or other noxious matter in sufficient quantities to constitute a hazard on 
any adjacent property or detrimental to the public safety, health and welfare in the 
area. (Prior code §& 25-126 (part).) 

23.48.130 Storage yard regulations. All provisions of Section 23.45.140 shall 
apply.

Also contemplated is the 
300 foot circulating stream 
running into the lake and 
other items which cannot be 
accommodated in the first 
allotment of funds, includ- 
ing the bulkhead at the 
fishing wharf with boat 
storage, a bridge in the 
northeast corner and an 
entry control building.
